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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Figures 3 and 7, claims 1-7, 10, 13, 15-27, and 29 in the 
reply filed on July 1 1 , 2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, and 28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on July 
11,2006. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 26 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 26 and 27 contains the trademark/trade name EMS, Hytrel and Amitel. 
Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or 
describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 
USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade 
name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A 
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trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods 
themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade 
name is used to identify/describe a material and, accordingly, the 
identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-5, 10, 13, 15-17, 19-27, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hamilton et al (US 6,368,301). 

Hamilton discloses a catheter having a shaft 21 having a distal tip layer 14 
extending distally from the shaft, and a balloon having a proximal and distal waist, 
wherein the distal waist is connected to the distal portion of the shaft and is positioned 
at least adjacent to the proximal end of the distal tip layer (col. 3, lines 29-34). With 
respect to claim 3, see column 5 lines 1 0-1 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 6-7, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
